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AHS Principal Russell Furtado has been on the 
job since mid-August, but he doesn't expect to be 
settled into his new office for several weeks. 

Furtado has been focusing his attention on the 
hiring of new teachers and meeting each staff 
member on a one-on-one basis in order to get 
started on building the teams he will rely on to ad- 
vise him on 14 specific areas of concern. Once 
school starts, Furtado expects to be “out there 
where | belong—in the classrooms and the halis.” 

Just as he has done for the past 17 years. Fur- 
tado intends to begin. the year by letting the 
students know what they can expect from him and 
what he expects from them in return. Furtado 
firmly believes that students need to know what 
the expectations are and to be accountable for 
their behavior. 

“The staff and | will be committed to giving 
them the best education whether they are going 
to college or they are going into the world of work. 
We will provide that and they are expected to do 
the work and obey the rules of the school.” 
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KINDERGARTEN TEACHER Christine Matera of Robinson Park School welcomes any student who brings a weapon or controlled 
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whenever a student brings a weapon onto school 
grounds. 

“| do not have any patience with people who 
come in and abuse other students or staff,” Fur- 
tado stated. 

Furtado maintains that the school will provide 
the students with a quality education and he will 
make sure the students have everything they need 
to reach their potential. However, students who 
make a decision ‘‘not to be a constructive part of 
the community will not be a part of the communi- 
ty.”

Fire-Wise by Fire Chief Rusty Jenks 
Smoke Detectors... A Sound For Life! 


If there were to be a fire in your home tonight, 
would your family survive? With properly placed 
and maintained smoke detectors, you increase 
your chances of survival by 50%. In fact, many 
communities have regulations requiring that at 
least one smoke detector be installed in homes. 

Most residential fire deaths occur between 
11:00 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. This is the time of 
greatest danger, when people are asleep. The 
primary killer is smoke and poisonous gases 
which overcome victims as they sleep. 

From the time a fire breaks out, there is a 
limited amount of time that a person has to 
escape. With the early warning of a smoke detec- 
tor, you can be awakened during the early stages 
of a fire while escape is still possible. 


When purchasing smoke detectors for your 
home, be sure they are labeled by a nationally 
recognized fire testing laboratory, such as Under- 
writers Laboratories (UL) or Factory Mutual (FM). 

For minimum protection, smoke detectors 
should be installed outside of each bedroom or 
sleeptng area. It is also suggested that at least 
one should be placed on the other levels of your 
home for additional protection. 

Placement of your smoke detector is important. 
Because smoke rises, the detector should be 


mounted on the ceiling or high on a wall. If wall- 
mounted, the top of the detector should be four to 
12 inches from the ceiling. 


A ceiling-mounted detector should be at least 
four inches from any wall. Take care to keep the 
detector away from drafts created by fans or air 
ducts. Also, if a hallway leading to bedrooms is 
more than 40-feet long, a detector should be plac- 
ed at both ends. : 

Once you've installed your smoke detectors, 
their maintenance is very important. Your detec- 
tor should be tested a minimum of once a month 
by pressing the test button or using smoke. 


Replace the batteries according to the 
manufacturer's recommendations, or at least 
once a year, using the type of batteries recom- 
mended. Because dust and cobwebs can impair 
the sensitivity of the detector, follow the 
manufacturer’s directions for cleaning. 

Properly installed and maintained smoke detec- 
tors can provide you and your family with the 
necessary early warning to escape a home fire.

supplemental funding,’ said Walsh. 

The funds will be disbursed in several areas to 
combat this epidemic. In an effort to improve 
methods of prosecution, the package includes 
both $1.2 million for the commonwealth’s District 
Attorneys to assist victims terrorized by batterers, 
and $1 million for battered women’s shelters. 


“State government has implemented programs 
addressing the issue of domestic violence. From 
police training agencies to public education pro- 
grams, the fight continues to stop the senseless 
attacks by domestic partners. The Legislature 
stands ready to achieve this objective and will 
continue to provide the necessary resources until 
we succeed,” concluded Walsh.

'“Crystal,” “Crystal 
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Agawam Crime Prevention... 
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The Perils Of Crank & Ice

Simply stated, both crank and ice are forms of 
methamphetamine, a drug that speeds up the cen- 
tral nervous system. Available as a powder, it also 
comes in the form of pills, capsules, and chunks. 


Sold illegally, methamphetamine is produced by: 


way of mixing and “cooking” certain chemicals 
together in clandestine ‘Crank Labs.” 


Some of the more common street names are 
Meth,” ‘Crock,’ “Glass,” 
“Christy,” “Batu,” ‘Go-Fast,” “Go-Far,” “Speed,” 
and “Zip.” Users have turned to crank because 
they are under the mistaken impression that it is 
safer than cocaine or “Crack.” This is only one in 
a number of myths that include the following: 
crank gives you more energy, helps in weight 
reduction, it’s affordable, longer lasting, it’s not 
addictive, and it’s safe. 

; So much for the fairy-tale stuff ... now onto the 
acts. me 


rk 


Crank forces the body to use up all its stored 
energy, completely depleting reserves and 
thereby causing collapse and total exhaustion. It 
dulls the appetite to the point that some users will 
stop eating. 

Crank can be obtained fairly cheap, but the 
resulting habit can be an expensive proposition. It 
has a longer-lasting effect, but the crash is equal- 
ly unpleasant. Crank is produced, not grown, and 
the additives are often impure and some are 
lethal; crank users depend on the drug to feel 
“normal.” 

This drug is produced by means of a combina-

tion of chemicals cooked in an extremely volatile 
atmosphere. Additives range from chloroform to 
gasoline, and explosive vapors are a direct result 
of the cooking process. 

“Biker Groups” have recently been tied to the 
production of methamphetamine. These groups 
are mobile, can set up a lab, produce, sell, tear 
down, and be gone by the time the authorities 
catch on. In addition to the chemicals used to pro- 
duce the drug, adulturates are later added to fur- 
ther “cut” the crank, thereby increasing profit. 

Crank can be ingested in any number of ways. It 
is snorted, swallowed, injected, and smoked. 


“Ice” is actually the new and improved crystal 
methamphetamine. The crank is processed into 
chunks and smoked in a cigarette or ‘‘joint.” Ice is 
to crank, what crack is to cocaine. 

Smoking is by far the most popular means of in- 
gestion. There is about a seven-second wait from 
inhaling it into the lungs until it reaches the brain. 
The resulting high-is much more intense, making 
ice and crack higher on the list for probable addic- 
tion. 

The symptoms common to crank users are the 
following: nasal damage, dry and itchy skin, rapid 
heartbeat, increased body temperature, organ 
damage, nausea, exhaustion, inability to sleep, 
headaches, blurred vision, loss of appetite, numb- 
ness in extremities, and inability to control body 
movements. 

Hallucinations such as bugs crawling under the 
skin have also been experienced by the crank 
user.

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Neal Outraged About 
Hiking Of Cable Rates 
Before New Law 


Second District Congressman Richard E. Neal 
has said the cabie rate adjustments announced 
last week by local cable television operators will 
have a disproportional effect on the eiderly, low 
and middie income consumers, and basic tier 
subscribers. The rate adjustments were made in 
anticipation of strict new Federal Communication 
Commission (FCC) regulations which went into 
effect on September 1st, 1993. 

“While many subscribers will see a decrease in 
their total cable bill, those who can scarcely af- 
ford cable—elderly on fixed incomes, working 
men and women, and basic tier subscribers—can 
expect an increase in their rates. in their effort to 
regulate cable television prices, the FCC and the 
cable operators have placed an unfair burden on 
the low and middle class,” said Neaj. 

He added, “Il think this is unfortunate. and it is 
my hope that the FCC will reexamine and adjust 
these new regulations in an attempt to make them 
fair to all consumers.” 

The Springfield Democrat also praised a recent 
Federal court ruling which allows the phone com- 
panies and other competitive technologies to 
enter the cable television market. 

“| have always believed that effective competi- 
tion in the cable television industry can only 
benefit the consumer. It ensures fairness, accoun- 
tability, and the lowest possible rates for 
subscribers,” said Neal. 

Since his election to Congress in 1988, Con- 
gressman Neal has been an outspoken leader in 
the House of Representatives for cable television 
reform. His first speech as a Member of Congress 
and the first bill he introduced focused on cable 
re-regulation.

Jo Saunders Of F.H. 
Overseeing High Rating 
Of Springfield PO 


Postal employees in western Massachusetts 
and Vermont provide the highest level of service 
in the country, according to a recent survey done 
by an independent rating service. 

That territory compises the U.S. Postal 
Service’s Springfield Customer Services District, 
which is headed by District Manager Jo Saunders, 
a resident of Feeding Hills. 

The survey, conducted by Opinion Research 
Corporation of Princeton, New Jersey showed 
that 95% of postal customers in the U.S. Postal 
Service’s Springfield Customer Services District 
rated the quality of postal service they received as 
“excellent,” “very good” or “good.” 

The rating was the highest among 85 districts 
nationwide. 

The Springfield District includes what the 
Postal Service terms the Springfield and White 
River Junction Metropolitan Areas. The Spr- 
ingfield Area includes all addresses in 
Massachusetts with ZIP Codes beginning with 
010 through 013, or all of Berkshire, Hampden, 
Hampshire and Franklin Counties and several 
communities in Worcester County. The White 
River Junction Area comprises all of Vermont. 

Springfield District tied with the Middlesex- 
Central District, which includes most of central 
and northeastern Massachusetts. 

The survey is conducted nationally four times a 
year. It was started in 1990 and the resulting 
scores are called the Customer Satisfaction In- 
dex, or CSI. The most recent rating is for the 
period from March 6th to May 28th. 

Each quarter Opinion Research sends ques- 
tionnaires to 5,000 to 6,000 randomly selected 
households in each of the metropolitan areas. 
Those surveyed are asked to give their overall 
rating (Excellent/Very Good/Good/Fair/Poor) on 37 
service aspects from letter carrier and window 
clerk service to parking space availability, com- 
plaint handling and courtesy received. From the 
responses the rating scores are then developed 
for each district and metropolitan area. 

Servicing a total population of 1,329,856 within 
the Springfield District - 818,400 in 
Massachusetts and 511,456 in Vermont, the 
Postal Service delivers mail to 303,013 delivery 
points in the Springfield Metropolitan Area and to 
409,279 in Vermont. 

Saunders believes the high score is due to the 
quality level of service and efficiency the 
District's employees provide their customers but 
she believes it goes beyond that. “Our employees 
are involved in the community,” Saunders said, 
referring to postal workers’ participation in 
numerous civic and public activities such as food 
drives and the Carrier Alert and Child Alert pro- 
grams, voluntary efforts by letter carriers to watch 
out for the safety and welfare of senior citizens 
and children while delivering their routes.

Johnson Says Strong Record On 









Environment Includes Recycling 


Mayor Christopher C. Johnson today released a 
statement regarding his strong record on en- 
vironmental issues. 

“| have always tried to achieve a balance in the 
decisions that | make between the short term con- 
sequences and the future consequences,” he 
said. ‘““The disposal of solid waste is one area that 
this balance is of key importance. 

“What we do with our trash today will have a 
significant impact on the quality of our environ- 
ment in the future. In order to guarantee that our 
children and grandchildren can enjoy our natural 
surroundings, we must take precautions to pro- 


» tect our environment today. 


“During my tenure as mayor, the Town of 
Agawam has implemented one of the most suc- 
cessful and widespread recycling programs in the 
state. This recycling program began with glass, 
metal and paper, and has grown to include mer- 
cury batteries, plastics, and yard waste. The short 
term fiscal cost of this recycling has proven to be 
high, but the long term environmental impact will 
be extremely beneficial. 


“In addition, over the past four years, the town 
has improved its level of solid waste collection 
service to its residents. The town now collects 
trash on a weekly basis during the summer mon- 
ths, and conducts single bulk item pickups on a 


monthly basis. 

“Recently, the town also began the separate 
curbside collection of yard waste. The town also 
accepts used motor oil and used car batteries 
from residents at the D.P.W. garage. In the spring 
of 1994, the town will also conduct a househoid 
hazardous waste collection for the disposal of 
hazardous materials. 


“The cornerstone of our recycling program is 
education. The program began with workshops 
for adults and school programs for children. 
These educational programs have resulted in a 
high level of participation in recycling in Agawam. 
They also planted the seeds of lifetime en- 
vironmental awarenesss in our children. 

‘lam very proud of our community's efforts to 
recycle and reuse our solid waste. Agawam is 
recycling paper, metals, plastics, and glass, and 
we are composting leaves and yard waste. These 
measures will not only help protect our environ- 
ment, they will also help preserve our dwindling 
natural resources. 

“| believe that we are on the path that will lead 
to a cleaner and safer environment for future 
generations. There are still many ways to improve 
our solid waste program,” Johnson concluded, 
“and | plan to explore them and implement them 
as soon as possible.” 


Mayoral Candidate Willis Critical 
Of How Town Budget Was Handled 


Over three months ago, Agawam Town Coun- 
cilor and mayoral candidate Joanne Willis outlin- 
ed plans for improving communication between 
the Town Council and the Mayor’s office and for 
keeping the Town Council better informed. 


One key provision to her proposal was quarterly 


meetings between the Council’s budget subcom- 
mittees and department heads to outline depart- 
mental needs and to keep councilors informed of 
the daily operations of the departments. 

This need was highlighted during the recent 
budget workshop and budget deliberations. Ques- 
tions regarding operations, not budgetary mat- 
ters, were the questions most often raised by 
councilors. Yet the Council, fulfilling its single 
most important function—to adopt the annual 
budget—demonstrated a peculiar lack of concern 
as to the necessity of the funds proposed. 

Willis regretted the iack of time for sufficient 
review and was critical that no accounting of 
revolving funds and grants was made available to 
the Council. 

“We had no time to avail ourselves of more in- 
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formation through budget subcommittees. We 
were faced with a preordained schedule designed 
to limit scrutiny and to allow for a hasty budget 
adoption process,” said Willis. 

Although the state legislature extended the 
time for completion of the budget process 
through September 30th, 1993, Willis indicated 
that the hasty adoption guarantees a tax increase 
where either none or a smaller increase may have 
been warranted. 

During the budget deliberations, Willis cited a 
Spate of year-end transfers to fund pet projects 
and noted that over two-million dollars remained 
in available funds at the end of the fiscal year. 

“Residents must ask themselves: With 
$2,237,000 left in available funds and $1,678,000 
remaining in carry over funds, did we overpay our 
taxes, water and sewer bills in 1993?” said Willis. 

She concluded, “This obvious disregard for the 
taxpayers’ pocketbooks is only further evidence 
of the indifference to the public and the arrogance 
of government which are so pervasive in our 
government today.”

Tax Breaks Can Be Significant

It's becoming obvious, once again, that home 
ownership really is the smartest investment most 
Americans can make.

Until 
you take it into account, you can’t make a sound 
estimate of how much owning a home actually 
will—or won’t—cost you in terms of monthly 
payments. 

This is true for mortgage payments not only on 
a primary residence, but on a second home. As a 
result, the weekend or summertime retreat of your 
dreams may be significantly more affordable than 
you ever supposed. 

And it remains true, so long as the total amount 
of your home mortgage doesn’t exceed one- 
million dollars. This is a ceiling that most of us 
will never have to worry about. 


So-called ‘‘points’” on a new mortgage—the 
percentage of the mortgage you have to pay up 
front as a loan origination fee—also are fully 
deductible. Just be sure that they really are 
classified as an interest charge, rather than a fee 
for services provided by the lender. - 

Be sure also that you pay your points by check, 
rather tha having the lender deduct the from your 
loan. Without the cancelled check, you won’t have 
the documentation that the IRS requires to make 
the deduction stick. 

if your home purchase is part of a work-related 
move, you may find yourself eligible to deduct a 
variety of your moving expenses. This will depend 
on several factors, including how many miles 
you're moving. 

And if you and the seller prorate taxes and in- 
terest for the year of sale and pay the money into 
escrow fund, yet another set of deductions 
becomes possible. 

As soon as you decide that you want to become 
a homeowner, start a file to record and document 
expenditures connected not just with buying but 
with shopping (the shopping part being especially 
relevant in connection with work-related move). 

Just which of your records eventually prove 
valuable will depend on your circumstances and 
details of the tax code, but it’s better to be safe 
than sorry. Your banker, your tax advisor, and your 
real estate agent all can shed light on various 
aspects of this and help bring your tax-saving op- 
portunities into focus. :

vide a portion of that amount—for many people 
not more than one-third. 


Most variable annuities allow you to contribute 
more money than IRAs have ever allowed, up to 
$50,000 per year.

Refrigerate mayonnaise up to one year as long as 
it’s not left out for long periods of time when you 
use it. 

2) True. Meat should be cooked medium to well 
done. The center temperature should reach 160° 
to kill bacteria. If your steak is rare, there’s a 
chance food poisoning bacteria will survive. 

3) True. Raw hamburger turns brown when it 
comes in contact with the air. In general, use ham- 
burger within two days or freeze it up to three 
months. 

4) a. Chicken is safe in your refrigerator for only 
two days, regardless of the seli-by date. Stores 
can keep chicken until the sell-by date because 
their storage temperatures are lower than home 
refrigerator temperatures. 

5) b. Never leave food out of the refrigerator for 
more than two hours. Bacteria grows quickly at 
warm temperatures. 

6) False. Any dishware that touched raw meat is 
contaminated with bacteria that can make you 
sick. Use clean plates and utensils for cooked 
meat.

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Sneak Preview Of Fall Movies 


—The Man Without A Face 

Mel Gibson sheds his pretty boy, tough guy im- 
age tO play a deformed, reclusive teacher whose 
plurred past hints of mystery and child molesta- 
tion. 

Living in isolated splendor in a seaside home, 
he's akin to the ghosts and goblins of youthful im- 
aginations—the kind of secretive figure that pro- 
vides the fodder for stories to grow, seeds of 
ideas that germinate in full-blown fantasies. The 
fantasies, unfortunately, metastasize in the 
nands of supposedly grown-up people even more 
than in children. 

McLeod, you see, has been badly burned, 
disfigured, with half his face still handsome, the 
other half distorted and scarred in Phantom-like 
fashion, with only the brightness of his ‘blue eyes 
fo hint of the man within. 

Gibson is McLeod, a gentie man who receives 
mysterious packages in brown paper wrappers, 
who shops alone after the local market is official- 
ly closed, who rarely ventures beyond the boun- 
daries of his land. 

Into his life catapults Chuck Norstadt 
(newcomer Nick Stahl), a troubled youth torn bet- 
ween familial love, adolescent dreams, and a 
basic hunger for acceptance. 

His ambition is to emulate his father, 
pe from a prestigious military academy 
or which he has already tried and failed the 
rigorous entrance exam. Undaunted, he’s deter- 
mine to spend his summer vacation studying for 
the test a second time. 

It is on a chance encounter (a trip to the shores 
of McLeod’s fair) that sets the plot in motion. 
While trying to recover a text, Chuck encounters 
McLeod, and a tenuous bond is formed. 

From first excursions into higher math, to the 
discovery of poetry and the exploration of 
Shakespeare, to the translations of interminable 
Latin passages, the teacher teaches for the first 
time in more than a dozen years, and the boy 
learns to love, trust, and believe ... especially in 
himself. 

In a cataclysmic scene that sets the stage for 
tragedy, Chuck learns his father died not a hero 
but a druken psychotic, and seeks solace with the 
only friend he believes he has. And that sets the 
Stage for the suggestion of sexual abuse by 
adults who cannot see beyond a shadowy past 
and a face as shattered as a soul. 

Gibson is great, and one only wishes for the op- 
portunity to see him and hear him read (or per- 
form) some of the classics he touches upon in 
this film. Stahl! is his equal as the wide-eyed, 
daydreaming youth who is not above reaching for 
his own star. 

lf the plot rambles, if the start-up is a tad slow, 
the final payback more than makes up the dif- 
ference. It’s a quiet film, one that requires a listen, 
alook, and a bit of thought. It’s a hard film that

Underdog Unleashing! 


There exists on the shelves of virtually all video 
stores, a few films that never enjoyed a media 
blitz but were quite entertaining nonetheless. 
Below are a few suggestions that | appropriately 
call ‘‘Hollywood’s Underdogs.” 


* Urban Cowboy 

Director: James Bridges. 1980. Rated PG. 1 hour and 
36 minutes. Starring: John Travolta, Debra Winger, 
Scott Glenn, Madolyn Smith, and The Charlie Daniels 
Band. 

This virtually forgotten film tell the story of a 
working cowboy’s life and romance. The surpris- 
ingly high entertainment value of Urban Cowboy 
comes from the great performances by Travolta, 
Winger, and Glenn. 

The conflicts within the film (which also serve 
as effective subplots) are presented perfectly 
while cleverly complementing the plot’s drama as 
a whole. This technique proves to be quite hyp- 
notic in terms of the film’s effect on an audience. 

Another pleasant surprise is the explosive com- 
patibility between Travolta and Winger. Their ac- 
ting talents mutually enhance each other, which 
result in powerful, dramatic scenes that involve 
the viewer emotionally. 

Regardless of the fact that this film does not 
contain the usual blockbuster attributes of in- 
tense special effects and big-name stars, it is still 
fun to watch in terms of an average film. The sur- 
prising part of all is that the average category that 
the film falls under is a big component in its enter- 
tainment appeal.

* Supergirl

Many of you may never even have known that 
this film existed. It tells the comic book-based 
story of Superman’s cousin’s visit to earth. The 
film in no way enjoyed the media exposure that its 
related Superman—The Movie did, but certainly pro- 
ves to have been worthy of more than it received. 

Helen Slater makes her screen debut as the Girl 
of Steel, who ventures to Earth to retrieve a lost 
power source for her native Argo City (the last col- 
ony of Kryptonians in space). 

Overall, the film boasts some awesome special 
effects and a respectable script. The major 
redeeming quality of the film comes from the fact 
that the story is in no way a rehash of Superman— 
The Movie aS one might well expect. Supergirl 
Stands on its own two feet and delivers the now- 
familiar comic book tone of superhero films. 

Jaws 2 director, Jeannot Szware, injects the film 
with the perfect balance of fantasy and realism, 
as did the notable director of Superman—The 
Movie, Richard Donner (thereby adding further ap- 
peal to the film). ; 

The performances in Supergirl also prove to be a 
delight. Faye Dunaway and Brenda Vaccaro play 
Supergirl’s adversaries perfectly with the same 
tongue-in-cheek approach used by Gene 
Hackman and Ned Beatty as Lex Luthor and Otis 
in Superman—The Movie. 

Obviously, comic book fans will enjoy the film 
more than anyone else, but if given a fair chance, 
Supergirl may prove to be super to many more peo- 
ple.

Special Meals 


One of the most important things we can do for 
ourselves is to share meals with our families and 
others. The trait of routinely sharing food is uni- 
quely human, and it is this sharing and obser- 
vance of the rituals of dining that help to make us 
civilized. 

Life from within a whirlwind of schedules, 
deadlines, and tight budgets often limits our abili- 
ty to entertain as much as we'd like. On a day-to- 
day basis, we may feel too stressed to set out 
even a sandwich for supper, much less create a 
meal for company. 

Entertaining doesn’t have to be elaborate to be 
fun, though. What's really important is to share 
that time with our families and friends. 

COMPANY CHICKEN BREASTS 
(Serves 6) 
2 pounds boneless chicken breasts 
Y2 cup all-purpose flour 
1 medium clove of garlic, finely chopped 
Ya cup dry white wine 
1 envelope golden onion soup mix 
1% cups water 
2 tablespoons finely chopped parsley 
1/8 teaspoons pepper 
2 eggs 
?/, cup bread crumbs 

Side dishes to create a bed for the Chicken in- 
clude Hot Cooked or White Rice and/or Hot Cook- 
ed Spinach. 

Dip chicken in flour, then eggs, then bread 
crumbs. In large skillet, heat oil and cook chicken 
over medium heat until almost done. Remove 
chicken. Reserve 1 tablespoon drippings. 

Add garlic and wine to reserved drippings, and 
cook over medium heat 5 minutes. Add golden 
onion soup mixed thoroughly with water and bring 
to a boil. Return chicken to skillet and simmer 
covered 10 minutes or until chicken is done and 
sauce is slightly thickened. 

Stir in parsiey and pepper. To serve, arrange 
chicken over hot rice. Garnish as desired. 

Microwave Directions: Omit oil and decrease 
wine to % cup. Dip chicken in flour, eggs, and 
bread crumbs as above. In 3-quart casserole, heat 
chicken, uncovered, at HIGH (Full Power) 4 
minutes, rearranging chicken once. Stir in garlic, 
then golden onion recipe soup mix, thoroughly 
blended with water and wine. 

Heat uncovered on HIGH for 5 minutes or until 
boiling, stirring once. Decrease heat to MEDIUM 
(50% power) and heat uncovered, stirring occa- 
sionally, 7 minutes or until chicken is done and 
sauce is slightly thickened. Stir in parsley and 
pepper. Let stand covered 5 minutes. Serve as 
above. is 

Years ago, my daughter and | were invited to 
visit the home of friends who live out of state. 
Having once lived in a home larger than their 
apartment, they had a dining table nearly the size 
of their dining room. 

Finances were strained for everyone, yet my 
friend worked most of the day of our arrival put- 
ting together a special meal for us.

GRILLED SALMON 
(Served 6) 

6 medium salmon steaks 
Ys cup olive oil 
4 cloves of garlic, crushed 
Ye cup chopped parsley 
Ya teaspoon dried dill weed 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 cup fine dry bread crumbs 
Y_ cup butter or margarine, softened 

Place salmon on well greased broiler pan. Com- 
bine and blend oil, garlic parsley, dill weed, and’ 
salt in blender. Stir in bread crumbs and set aside. 

Brush salmon steaks with butter. Broil about 4 
inches from heat for 8 minutes or until fish flakes 
easily when tested with fork. Spread about 2 
tablespoons garlic mixture on each salmon steak. 

Return to broiler and broil 1 or 2 minutes or until 
lightly browned. =

CRAB NEWBERG 

(Serves 4) 

2 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoons flour 
Y2 teaspoon salt 
Vy \paappon paprika 
Dash of cayenne pepper 
%4 cup half-and-half 
% cup milk 
Y_ cup sherry 
2 egg yolks, beaten 
1 pound crabmeat 

Place butter in a 1%. quart casserole. 
Microwave on HIGH until melted, 30 seconds to 1 
minute. Stir in the next four ingredients. Blend in 
half and half, milk, and sherry. 

Microwave on 70% until thickened, 4 to 7 
minutes, stirring with a wire whisk two or three 
times during cooking. 

Stir small amount of hot mixture into egg yolks 
and return to mixture. Microwave at 70% until 
thickened, 1 to 3 minutes, stirring once or twice. 
Stir in crabmeat. Serve over toast points. 


Meal times with your family are a good oppor- 
tunity to hear what’s happening with everyone, 
and it’s practically the only time any of us have to 
sit down for any length of time with each other. 

Whether it’s beside a campfire, at a restaurant, 
or even in the car, it’s important time. Guests add 
a nice change of pace to regular family meals.

12 pork loin chops, %-inch thick 

Mix barbecue sauce, juice, garlic, vanilla, and 
allspice. 

Heat broiler. Place chops on greased rack of 
broiler pan. Broil 3 to 4 inches from heat for 10-12 
- minutes on each side or until done, brushing fre- 
quently with barbecue sauce.

Parents were told that a note must be sent 
whenever a child deviates from their normal bus 
routine and that the information on emergency 
cards must be kept up to date. 

Mrs. Markowski reviewed the importance of the 
emergency cards and the necessity of providing 
immunization records.

Complete Ban On Smoking & Tobacco Products 

Students will be told that there will be a com- 
plete ban on smoking and tobacco use by anyone 
on school property and school buses as required 
by the School Reform Bill. 

Using funds from a grant written by Athletic 
Director Kathleen. McSweeney, Furtado will hire 
two bathroom monitors to enforce the smoking 
ban. Furtado said he was aware that smoking in 
the bathrooms has been a persistent problem at 
AHS. This year, some bathrooms will have to be 
closed to ensure a smoke-free building, he said. 

A former “problem student,” Furtado said he is 
“not afraid to make the tough decisions 

necessary to maintain discipline. | am a firm 

believer in accountability,” he commented. 

Furtado remembers a turning point in his life 
came when he was not able to read until one 
fourth grade teacher refused to pass him along. 
That teacher who cared enough to refuse to give 
up inspired Furtado to pursue a career in educa- 
tion. Turning even one child around a year is a 
tremendous success, according to him. 

Furtado said that teachers who just pass kids 
along are not doing the students any favors. He 

~admits to still feeling a certain resentment that he 
got as far as the fourth grade without being able 
to read or write. 

In addition to the parent advisory council man- 
dated under School Reform, Furtado will actively 
encourage the public to become involved at AHS. 
He will be looking for volunteers to serve on 14 
site councils to be comprised of teachers, 
parents, members of the community, students, 
and administrators. 

“tT will make it clear to the community that they 
don’t have to be a parent. I’m looking for concern- 
ed citizens who want to come in and volunteer in 
the school,” he stated.

Hailed By Ryder 
As Parent Success

It should come as no surprise to anyone who 
knows her that parent volunteer Susan Dempsey 
has set her sights on a career in early childhood 
education. Sue is the originator and townwide 
coordinator of the kindergarten ‘‘Let’s Get Ac- 
quainted’’ Program. 

For the past four years, Sue has been the in- 
itiator and coordinator of a program designed to 
alleviate the first-day-of-school jitters for 
kindergarten students and parents at Phelps 
School. This year, Sue is taking her program to all 
the elementary schools in town. 

Five years ago as a newcomer to the area and 
to the school system, Sue was unable to answer 
her son’s questions and relieve his fears about 
the first day of school. What does the teacher look 
like? Where is the bathroom? How will | find you 
after school? Frustated by the lack of information 
necessary to ease Luke’s first-day jitters, Sue 
knew there had to be a better way. 

After discovering that all the parents she spoke 
to recalled (often with tears in their eyes) the 
trauma of their child’s first day of kindergarten, 
Sue was determined to find a way to make the ad- 
justment to school more comfortable for the 
children and their parents. 

The Roots Of The Program... 

In close cooperation with William Miller, prin- 
cipal of Phelps School, Sue set to work. “I just 
knew something had to be done and he gave me 
the direction to do it,’ she remembered. - 

Early on Sue enlisted the help of Phelps 
kindergarten teacher Jane Sauter. ‘Jane has been 
with us from day one” to give us the teacher's 
perspective, says Dempsey. 

Throughout the planning stages, Sue said she 
met with overwhelming support and enthusiasm 
from school personnel and bus company 
representatives. Everyone associated with the 
program has participated on a voluntary basis. 
Five Star Transportation donated the use of the 
bus; drivers and monitors volunteered their time 
to make the project a success. 

Working with Miller, Ms. Sauter, bus company 
representatives, and the Phelps PTO, Sue 
developed the ‘‘Let’s Get Acquainted’’ Program. For 
the past four years, the program has been in place 
at Phelps School. 

Before the start of school, kindergarten 
students and their parents and caregivers have an 
opportunity to ride the bus to school, meet with 
the principal and the kindergarten teacher, and 
tour the kindergarten classroom. 

Program Goes Townwide 

Last spring, Sue was contacted by Judy Lavin 
of the Granger School PTO, who had heard of the 
program and was interested in bringing it to 
Granger. At the urging of School Committee Vice- 
Chairwoman Susan Pettazzoni, Sue presented her 
program to Superintendent of Schools Bernard 
Ryder to implement the program townwide. 

“| think it’s stupendous,” said Ryder. He was so 
impresed with Sue’s presentation, that he im- 
mediately called in the elementary school prin- 
cipals and PTO presidents to enlist their help in 


bringing the program to all Agawam kindergar- _ 


teners. Sue accepted the responsiblity of coor- 
dinating the project. 

As Ryder recalls, “We were slightly embarrass- 
ed by the fact that the volunteers developed it for 
us. The schools should have had it. All! can dois 
compliment Mrs. Dempsey for making this pro- 
gram a reality for the whole district.” 

This fall, Sue will be taking her concern for the 
education of young children in a new direction. 
She has accepted the position of part-time 
teaching assistant at the Children’s Center in 
Agawam. 

She is further preparing herself for a career in 
education by enrolling in the Early Childhood pro- 
gram at Holyoke Community College.

It may surprise you to learn that Mickey Rivers 
never stole more than 43 bases in one season 
while with the Yankees. He did swipe 70 bases in 
one year with the Angels (1975), but stole only 93 
bases in almost 500 games in Pinstripes. 

Do you see a pattern developing here? Cal 
Ripken’s Runs Scored stats have decreased in six 
of the last seven years from a high water mark of 
116 in 1985 to last year’s low of 73. He has also hit 
better than .264 just once since 1986. — 

When they are handing out the all-time award 
for the major league baseball player with the most 
F’s in his name, Fred Pfeffer must be standing 
fairly close to the head of the line, eh. His 16-year 
career late in the Nineteenth Century included a 
25 homer and 101 RBI season for the Chicago en- 
trant in the National League in 1884. 


When consideration begins for Dennis 
Eckersley to go to Cooperstown, they'll want to 
factor in a lot of different things. But, for my 
money, he is the absolute standard by which 
relievers have been judged in the pasi few years. 
From 1988 through the end of 1992, the Eck 
recorded an amazing 220 saves with 378 
strikeouts and only 38 walks. That’s 38 walks in 
five years! Mama Mia! 

| remember sitting in Fenway Park and wat- 
ching Freddie Patek hitting three homers in one 
game for the Angels. California beat Boston 20-4 
(or something similar) that day. Now, when Joe 
Carter or Juan Gonzalez or Frank Howard does 
the three homer thing—that’s understandable, 
but Patek stood just 55” and he weighed only 148 
pounds. Looking at his career record made it even 
more amazing because “The Flea’ never cracked 
more than six homers in any of his 14 major 
league seasons. When he is sitting on his grand- 
children’s lap, he can tell them about it. 


It’s always struck me as odd when | see the San 
Francisco Giants (and other teams) putting Mark 
Carreon in centerfield. He seems slow and piod- 
ding to me. A quick check of the record books 
shows that Carreon has hit only one triple in over 
900 career plate appearances. For contrast, Rich 
Gedman once had nine triples in two seasons 
eae Red Sox (and nobody is slower than Gea- 
man!). 

Thinking back to the final game of 1967 when 
the Sox had to contend with the Minnesota Twins 
and their ace Dean Chance—it was no easy task 
for the Olde Towne Team. Chance was 20-14 that 
season with 220 strikeouts and just 68 walks. He 
had a season long ERA of 2.73 and in his 11 big 
seasons, his ERA was 2.92. Once again, just for 
reference, Roger Clemens (long regarded as the

best pitcher of the last 10 years) has an ERA ot 
2.80 for his nine major league years heading into 
this season. And we all know which direction that 
Mr. Clemens has gone in that department. 

According to Total Baseball, there have been 27 
major league pitchers named Miller and 43 posi- 
tion players with that same surname. Included in 
that bunch are Dusty, Bing, Doc, Lemmie, Hack, 
Bane; Otto, Hack (that’s a different Hack), and 
Jake. 

He was born in Chihuahua, Mexico on the day 
after Christmas in 1950 and ESPN broadcaster 
Chris Berman is bound and determined to keep 
his spirit alive. He is Mario Mendoza, an erstwhile 
shortstop with the Pirates, Rangers and Mariners. 
Over a nine-year career, Mendoza batted under 
-200 in five of those years. Thus, a major leaguer 
flirting with batting under .200 is said to be below 
the Mendoza Line. Incidentally, for the record, 
Mendoza batted .215 for his career batting 
average. 

Wanna analyze a career year—try Joe “Ducky” 
Medwick’s accomplishments in 1937 on for size. 
He led the league with a .374 batting average and 
also topped the circuit in HR (31), RBI (154), 
doubles (56), slugging percentage (.641), hits (237) 
and runs (111). It wasn’t a fluke either as the man 
that they also called “Muscles” rapped his way to 
a .324 lifetime average in 17 seasons with St. 
Louis, Brooklyn, and the New York Giants. Med- 
wick only won the Most Valuable Player Award by 
two votes over Gabby Hartnett of the Cubs that 
season... 

Tiger fans must know this, but | didn’t. Al Kaline 
hit home runs in double digits for 20 consecutive 
seasons. What | did Know was that for all that 
longevity and Consistency, he was still stuck on 
399 homers when he hung ’em up in 1974. Also, 
his career batting average dipped below .300 as 
his last two years netted him batting averages of 
just .255 and .262. He wound up with a career 
mark of .297. He batted .312 or higher on seven oc- 
casions in his 22-year major league career.
